GENERAL STATEMENT, 
legislation.

It is anticipated that legisla­ 
tion extending the present draft ages 
will soon be enacted by 
Congress. 
At this time, it cannot 
be 
stated 
with exactness what 
ages 
will be 
subject to draft, but it is safe to 
assume that a very large number of 
men will be required to register, and 
that registration day will be early in 
September. 
Purpose of this Communication 
2. 
To conduct successfully a reg­ 
istration of the magnitude which the 
forthcoming registration 
is certain 
to attain, requires detailed anti ex­ 
tensive preparation. 
There will not 
be time for such preparation after 
the passage of the legislation, 
and 
the purpose of 
this communication 
is two-fold; namely: 
(1) 
To 
outline 
beforehand 
the 
plan which has been decided 
upon 
for the accomplishment of the regis­ 
tration, to the end that all concern­ 
ed may be advised in advance of the 
duties which will devolve upon them; 
and, 
(2) 
To request that all prelimi­ 
nary arrangements be made at once 
in order that the entire plan may 
be completed immediately upon the 
passage of the legislation and 
the 
receipt of the regulations promulgat­ 
ed thereunder.

In other words, it is desired that 
the machinery for registration be so 
perfected that it will be ready to be 
put into operation.

Preparation for the anticipated 
registration is by fur the most im­ 
portant work now confronting those 
connected with the administration of 
the draft, and the necessity for com­ 
plete readiness at the earliest possi­ 
ble date cannot be over-emphasized.

The governors of all states and 
the commissioners of the District of 
Columbia will be called upon to su­ 
pervise the execution of the regis­ 
tration in their respective states and 
the District of Columbia.

To eliminate repetition, here­ 
after the word “governor”

taken to include the commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, and the 
word “state” will 
contemplate the 
inclusion of the District of Columbia.

The Adjutant General or Draft 
Executive in each state, acting un­ 
der the directions of the governor, 
will, as heretofore, 
be the 
central 
administrative authority of the reg­ 
istration system within the state.

Only local fighting was reported today on the Picardy plains, 
i.nd in the sector west of the Oise river. 
On the center of the 
Amiens front, British improved their positions, at the same time 
extending and strengthening their lines on the north bank of the 
Somme, where American troops were imaction on Friday night 
and Saturday. 
A few more prisoners were tak<¿n. . 
The Germans have been attempting a diversion on both ends 
of the western battle front by attacking in Flanders and in the 
\ osges and upper Alsace, but at no place did they gain success. 
A comparative lull was to be expected, as the allies encounter­ 
ed previously fortified positions and fresh batches of German re­ 
serve troops. While the infantry is resting the allied artillery is 
active and German key positions are being bombarded. 
Unofficial reports that Bray had been captured by the Brit­ 
ish are still unconfirmed.

The German submarine campaign 
.against American commerce in At­ 
lantic waters has 
assumed a new 
phase. 
Press reports tell of the use 
of poisonous gas by the U-boats now 
operating off the coast. 
The gas, 
the presumption 
is, was 
released 
from oil spread over the surface of 
the seas. 
This oil had been cast 
adrift to float in with the tide, its 
poisonous fumes being intended for 
the civilian population of that por­ 
tion of the Carolina coast off which 
it was released. 
The gas, instead of coming in with 
the tide, drifted alongside an island 
and asphyxiated 
the “coast 
guard 
station and lighthouse 
personnel,” 
according to the report of the navy 
department.

James Hunter (col.), 
who has recently arrived in France, 
which tells of the friendliness of the 
French people 
towards 
Americans 
and of their determined spirit. 
The letter follows: 
Headquarters Co. 306 Inf 
“Somewhere in France.” 
July 13th, 1918. 
Dear Brother and Other Members of 
the Family: 
Because 1 keep very busy, I must 
write to all, at the same time. 
First of all 
we 
arrived 
safely, 
without 
any 
excitement 
on 
the 
ocean. Aside from two days, we had 
a calm sea all the way. 
We learned through the Paris pa­ 
per (that is printed for the Ameri­ 
can soldier’s benefit*) 
that the ship 
we came here in, was sunk on its 
return to the states, two days out 
from shore. 
We are very thankful 
to have made the trip safely. 
We saw many kind of sea fish, in­ 
cluding whales and sharks. Our ship 
had every kind of amusement on it 
you find in the large cities, such as 
picture shows, band concerts, boxing, 
etc., every day. 
You just can’t im­ 
agine what a gigantic thing our ship 
wás—afloat. 
We landed about noon 
and all but a detail, went ashore. 
I 
had charge of the detail which un­ 
loaded our 
provisions 
and 
equip­ 
ment. 
There was many a ton too, 
to be taken off of that ship. 
It for­ 
merly belonged to the Germans. 
We stopped at the same barracks 
that were Napoleon’s. 
There 
are 
great things to be seen there, as well 
as all over this beautiful country. I 
1 ave seen an old rock thrower, and 
a place where they used to cut your 
h«*ad off. 
We have to ride in what 
we call freight cars at home. These 
folks ride as first, second and ^hird 
class passengers. 
They haul horse® 
or men in the same cars, but for 
first class passengers they have a 
few nice ears. 
Uncle Sam has large 
cars and engines too for his soldiers 
- and the largest trucks and 
other 
conveniences 
for 
travel 
here—are 
Upele Sam’s. 
We generally 
travel 
by “T. P. & W ” road. 
AH of the 
horses are driven one 
before 
the 
other, in single file, with generally 
an ox in the lead. 
The street scenes are beautiful but 
the little children are ver\ pitiful. 
The soldiers all give 
them 
money 
when passing through the villages. 
Really they are the friendliest peo­ 
ple I ever met. 
Our only hold-back 
is their language. 
I have learned 
just one sentence. 
We get the child­ 
ren to teqeh us. We have books with 
French and English, which is a great 
help. 
The buildings here are all built 
of concrete or stone. 
They look just 
like the pictures we see in the S. S. 
lesson books. 
The houses have reed 
tops. 
You can stand on one hill and 
see from six to 
eight 
towns-irnow 
you can imagine how close they are. 
Everywhere you look, there is a hill. 
This certainly- is a pretty country. 
All Mr. Brock said in that clipping 
you sent me in New York 
is true. 
Folks, the soldiers are over here— 
not in the U. S. A. 
I am in the signal corps work al­ 
together. 
Our health is far better 
here, for we drill all the time in the 
open air. 
These people are fine gardeners— 
the lurgest garden spots 1 ever saw 
and the finest are here and there is 
no end to the wheat fields. 
Surely 
we will not want for bread. 
I see 
many airships and hear the cannons 
roaring from the front lines. 
Yet, 
we sleep peacefully. They are many 
utiles away.
